MEETING OF THE BoanpD OF DIREC- 


TORS OF THE DEAF, DUMB AND BLIND 
INsTITUTE—-AWARD OF COoNTRACT.— 
On Monday the Board ot Directors 
of the Deaf Dumb and Blind LInstitu- 
tion held a called meeting. Messrs. T. 
F. Lee, R. S. Tucker, W. W. White, 
Albert Johnson, C. D, Heartt, Handy 
Lockhart and Joho Nichols, Directors, 
were present. The main object of the 
meeting was to pass upon bids for the 
erection of the building to be used as the 
colored department ot the Institution. 
The said building is to be erected on 
the corner of Lenoir and Bloodworth 
streets. There were some half a dozen 
bidders. Some bids were for the whole 
work, while others wert only for a por- 
tioa of it. The contract tur the brick 
und carpentering work was awarded to 
Messrs. Betts, Allen, & Co. The tin 
work was given to J. C. Brewster. On 
account oi the smallness of the appros 
priation it’ was agreed not to enter into 
aby contract for the paintiog at present. 

Lhe work upon the buiiding wiil be 
pushed forward vigorously, and tLe Di- 
rectors hope to have it ready for occu- 
pation early in September. The build- 
ing will be brick, three stories high, 
including the basement. The main 
portion will be 70x24 with a T 45 fect 
square. inthe basement of the main 
building will be a dining room 22x36 
1 2, a kitchen 16x22 1-2, and store 10x 
19. Under the T will be servants’ room, 
laundry and two bathing rooms, each 
16x20. On the first floor above base- 
ment will be located a chapel 23x27, a 
business office 15x22, and Supervisor’s 
office 12x22. Inthe T there will four 
school rooms, each 16x20. In front «f 
the main building there will be a beau- 
tiful verandah 10x50, and the same 
will extend the full length of each side 
of the T. 

The third story will be divided into 
suitable sleeping appartments for both 
pupils and officers. The entire build- 
ing will be constructed with reference 
to heating it with improved apparatus, 
It is thought thatin carrying out tLe 
above designs the present appropria- 
tion, $5,000, with the necessary brick 
thrown in, will be somewhat exceeded. 
This cannot well be prevented, as the 
appropriation is bot by any means suf- 
ficient to erect a building witb the pro- 
per conveniences and facilities for car-

BURNING OF THE OLD CAPITOL.— 
From the Raleigh Register and North 
Carolina Gazette, June 23, 1881, we 
take the following account of the des- 
truction of the old Capito! : 

“Awful Conflagration / It is our pain- 
ful and melancholy duty again to an- 
pounce to the public, arother appalling 
instance of loss by tire, which will be 
deeply felt and lamented by every indi- 
v:dual in cur State. Itis nothing less 
than the total! destruction of the Capitol 
of the State, located inthis city! Of 
that noble edfice, with its splendid 
decorations, nothing now remains but 
the blackened walls and smouldering 
rurns! The State Library is also en- 
tirely consumed, and the statue of 
Washington, that proud monument of 
national gratitude, which was our pride 
and glory, is so mitigated and defaced, 
that none behold it but with mournotul 
feelings, and the conviction involunta- 
rily forces itself upon their minds that 
the loss is one which cannot be repaired, | 
The most active exertions were made 
to rescue this chef d’ouvre of Canova 
from the ravages of the devouring ele- 
ment, nor were they desisted from until 
the danger became imminent. 

The alarm was given about 7 o’ciock 
on Tuesdsy morping, and it was pres- 
ently evident that all attempts to ex- 
tinguish the fire would prove per~ 
fectly fruitless, The efforts of the by- 
standers were then directed towards the 
protection of the Public Offices on the 
square, andthe adjacent private buil- 
dings, and the preservation of the offi- 
cial archives. Weare happy to add, 
that none of the former were injured, 
and that the latter. including the Leg- 
lative records, were all saved. The 
beautiful grove of oaks, of which the 
Capitol was the centre ornament, did 
more towards;staying the progress of the 
flames than any human effort, and in- 
culcates most forcibly the propriety of 
cultivating shade trees in cities, on the 
score oi the security from fire alone,to say 
nothing of other considerations. Seldom 
has the eye witnessed so awful a specta- 
cle as this yast building in one concen- 
trated blaze, streaming from every win- 
dow and a vast column from the roof, 
forming altogether a scene not ade- 
quately to be described. 

Tie origin of the fire is not certainly 
known, but we believe the gencral im- 
pression is, that 1{ was the result ct 
most culpable carelessness on the part 
of aman who had been employed to 
assist in soldering the new zinc roof, 
us he was scen that morning carrying 
up a coal of fire between two shingles 
considerably ignited, a spark from 
which, in all probability, tell amongst 
some combustible matter between the 
root and ceiliog, which took fire while 
the hands were at break fast. 
Considering the rapidity with which 
the tire progressed, it is an alleviating 
circumstance that ali the public papers 
were all secured, Besides the papers of 
the clerks ot the two Houses of the 
Legislature, and those of the Comptrol- 
ler and of theclerk of the Supreme 
Court, the fine copy of Stewart’s Paint- 
ing of the Father of our Country, and 
some articles of furniture of the Legis- 
lative (hambers were preserved from 
the flames. 

It will be seen from the accompany- 
ing resolution, that the congregation 
and pew-holders of the Presbyterian 
Church, with laudable public spirit, 
have tendered to the Governor the use 
of their buildiogs for the temporary 
accommodation ot the Leyislature. 


“RALEIGH, 21st June, 1891. 


At a meeting of the Congregation and 
Pew-holders of the Presbyterian cliurch 
in this city, the Rev. William Mc- 
Pheeters was called to the Chair, and 
H. M. Miller, Esq , was requested to act 
as Secretary. 
The meeting taking into considcra- 
tion the very distressing calamity with 
which the city of Raleigh, and the State 
venerally, has this day been visited in 
the destruction, by fire, of that noble 
edifice, the State House, which was the 
pride and ornament of the State, 
adopted unanimously, the fvllowing 
resolution : 
Resolved, That they do hereby re- 
spectully offer to his Excellency, the 
Governor of North Carolina, and 
through bim to the General Assembly 
of the State, this Church with the ses- 
sion house attached, as a temporary ac~ 
commodation for holding thé sessions of 
that honorable body until a more con- 
venient and permanent building shall 
be provided. 
Resolved, That should any alteration 
in said church be deemed advisable for 
the better accommodation of the mem- 
bers of the Assembly, that they do here- 
by allow and authorize said alteration 
to be made. 
Tesolved, That a copy of the forego- 
ing resolutions, signed by the Chair- 
man and countersigned by the Sccre- 
tary, he handed to his Excellency, the 
Governor, 

WitttAM McPaeerers, Ch’m. 
H. M. MILLER, Secretary. 

We also learn that the use of the 
Session House of the Presbyterian 
church has been politely offered to the 
Judges and Bar of the Supreme Court 
at present in session, and the offer has 
been thankfully accepted. 

In the evening of the day on which 
the conflagration took place, his Excel- 
lency, the Governor, caused an examin- 
ation to be made of John M. Madson, 
John Bell and William (an apprentice 
of Mason) persons who had been at 
work on the roof of the Capitol that 
morning, soldering the heads of nails 
which fastened down the zinc—in order 
if possible, to come at the origin of tle 
fire. No one, it is believed, who heard 
this exanination, can doubt that the 
destruction which has taken place, was 
caused by the careless use of fire by 
said workmen between five and seven 
o’cluck that morpipg.” 

In its next issue the Register says tur- 
ther: 

The opinion then expressed, as to the 
origin of the fire, is stiil entertained, 
though there is some doubt whether it 
was communicated by a spark from the 
burning shingles which were proved to 
haye been carried upen the roof that 
moroing, or was caused by the pot used 
fur preparing the solder having become 
so heated as to melt .the zinc, and therc- 


| witb ignite the wooden sheeting which 
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the top ot the house was covered. 
From one of these causes it must have 
proceeded. The building was entirely 
consumed in about two hours from the 
period at which the alarm was given. 
The walls were left standing, but a 
part of them have since tumbled down. 
Indeed such seems to have been their 
original precarivus construction, that 
many believe, had not the Capitol been 
burnt they woul@ at no distant day 
have given away from the pressure of 
their own weight, and perhaps have 
involved a serious lsoes of human life in 
this fall. 

Since the fire, eftcrts have hcen made, 
acd with success, to exhume the frag- 
ments of the statue, which were broken 
off by the falling timbers and buried 
beneath the’ruins. We are pleased to 
add, that the head bas been recovered, 
having received but slight injury ; also 
one arm and one leg are nearly perfect. 
The remaining portion of the statue ex- 
hibits, however, such. a tendency to 
cru.nble, that we fear its disjecta membra 
can never again be made to adhere, 

Nothing was saved from the Library, 
nor could any attempt for that purpose 
be made, by reason of the suffocating 
smoke which filled the room, It was 
in its infancy, and the loss can easily be 


We allude to the collecti-n of our old 
Legislature Journals, brought down in 
almost unbroken succession from -the 
year 1715, to the present day. Lawson’s 
History of the State, valuable only how. 
ever, fur its antiquity, was also burnt. 
This is a very thin guorto, which was 
purchased by the State at the sale of a 
private library, a few years since for 
about $70. 

Our public officers, particularly the 
Secretury of State and Comptroller, have 
an Herculean task to perform in 
reducing to order the chaotic con- 
fusion into which their papers have 
been thrown. The documents belong- 
ing to the Clerks of the two Houses 
and some of the Comptroller’s papers 
are mixed with those of the Secretary 
ot State; the attempt therefore, to hunt 
up at present any particular record, 
would be merely as hopeless a task as 
to look tor a needle in a hay-stack, 

Upon a review of all the circumstan- 
ces connected with this unfortunate alf- 
fair, it is no more than an act of justice 
in us to say, that so far as we have had 
an oppertumity of consulting public 
opinion, the sympathy of the communi- 
ty is strongly elistea in behalf of the 
enterprising conauctor, Mr. Bragg. 
The entire work would have teen fin- 
ished the day aftar the accident hap- 
pened, and his contract have been fully 
complied with. Indeed, he had done 
all that it was h‘s peeuliar province to 
superintend, ten days before, and was 
only waiting to have the zinc dails sol 
dered to give up the work to the Com- 
missioners. 

Such a desire bas been discovered 
amongst the numerous individuals who 
have visited the ruins, tO oftain pieces 
of the Statue for preservation, that it 
bas been found necessary to enclose if, 
so as to prevent further mutilation.” 


A Sap Arrair.—We give below the 
following particulars of a very sad af- 
lair Which occurred in Atlanta, Ga., ep 
the 16th inst. The Mr. Jones alluded 
to is, from what we can gather from the 
Petersburg, Ya, and other papers, the 


same gentleman who recently 
conducted a business’ in 
this city in  copartnersbip with 


Mr. Dogpp, though the initials are 
given wrong. Mr. Jones has maby 
warm friends in this city, who will sin- 
cerely regret to hear of the great ca- 
lamity which has befallen him. The 
Atlanta Herald of the 16th inst. says: 
“A bout nine o’clock Jast night Atlanta 
was startied by a rumor that two 
or three beer _pois- 
oned by mistake at Heard, Craig 
& Co.’s drug store, and that 
they were dying or dead. Upon inves- 
tigation, we found that yesterday about 
half- past tive o’clock, Dr. J. W. Craig 
and Judge Thomas Pullum, two mem- 
bers of the firm of Heard, Craig & Co., 
had gone into the cellar of their store 
to take an evening toddy, Judge Pull- 
mun complaining that be was feeling 
unwell. When they reacued the cellar, 
Mr. J. F. Jones the head pharmaceutist, 
who was working down in the labora. 
tory, proposed to fix them up “an extra 
nice drink.’ They consented to his 
proposition, and chatted away easily 
until he announced that the punch was 
ready. They then partovk of it, and 
were very euch pleased, Dr. Craig 
drinking more heartily than Judge 
Pullum. They then returned up stairs, 
and in about thirty minutes discovered, 
trom violent symptoms, that something 
was wrong with them. They ascribed it 
to the drinks they had taken, and 
upon investigation found that by 
mistake a large quantity of aconite, a 
most fatal poison, had been mixed in 
their toddy. The symptoms increased 
in violence, nothing appearing to give 
relief, until at half past pine o’clock, 
Dr. Craig died in great agony, leaving 
Judge Pullum barely hovering between 
life acd death. 

Dr. Craig was poisoued at half-past 
five, and died precisely at half-past nine. 
He had a very hard death, indeed, 
screaming all the time as if in intense 
agony, and frothing at the mouth plen- 
titully. His eyes were vcry much dilated, 
and every nerve seemed strung up al- 
most to suapping. He seemed to be 
unconscious of everything around him, 
and kept shrieking, ‘Oh! what a hor 
rible death to die—-what a terrible 
death!’ At one time he was cunscious, 
I think. He begged very piteous!y for 
his mother—kept calling "Mother aod 
saying. ‘Ll want to see her—I am going 
to die!” |

NO NEW MOVEMENTS AGAINST 
THE MODOCS. 


The dispatches to-day indicate a 
masterly inactivity on the part of the 
Federal troops in their movements 
against the Modocs. 

Up to noon yesterday sixteen Modocs 
had been killed. The loss on our side 
is six soldiers and one civilian killed, 
and eleven soldiers wounded. 

“ When the cavalry returns, the Mo- 
docs will be attacked where it is sup- 
posed they are.” 

From this, we may infer that the 
Indians are snugly ensconced in their 
caves, and have successfully eluded their 
pursuers. 

‘The troops are waitirg for the return 
of the cavalry and of the Warm Spring 
Indians before renewing the attack. 

This kind of iatelligence will not 
satisfy the North—and will cause much 
criticism of the plans of the military. 
The Northern press will denounce the 
commanding officers as inefficient and 


unskillful,.and will not listen to apolo 
gies or excuses. 


SCALPING THE INDIANS—FED- 
ERAL INHUMANTY. 

“The soldiers took four scalps, in- 
eluding Scar Faced Charley’s.” 
Dispatch from the Modoc Camp, April 19. 

We think it is high time for the 
moral sense of the community to revolt 
at the demoniac cry fur.vengeance that 
breathes through the dispatches and 
official orders of the officers of the Uni- 
ted States Government, whenever they 
speak of the Modocs. 

If the Modocs are to be punished to 
the death, let it be done decently at 
least—ia a manner justified by the rules 
of civilized warfare. General Gillem’s 
command has no more right to scalp 
Indians or butcher the squaws and their 
infants, than Sherman had to set fire to 
Columbia and to scatter general deso- 
lation on hia line of march through the 
South. 

It the country adjacent to the lava 
beds. cannot be protected from murder- 
ous forays until the Modocs are all 
killed, ten it may be necessary to fight 
them until they are conquered, and the 
civilized nations of the world will! justi. 
fv the etern necessity. 

But the cry for revenge is not a de- 
mand for justice, or right or humanity. 
The soldiers of the United States army 
are no more justifiable in mutiliating 
the bodies of the slain Modocs than 
were the English in placing captured 
Sepoys before the mouths of their can- 
non, and blowing them to atoms. 

While we denounce the act of treach- 
ery by which General Canby lost his 
life, yet the life ut Canby is no better 
than the life of any private settler, and 
we denounce the spirit of bloodthirsti- 
ness which the nation has_ recently ex- 
hibited. 

We denounce the crime of scalping 
committed by United States troops as 
an act of inhumanity and _ fiendish 
atrocity. 

We denounce it as a relie « ‘arbar- 
ism. 

We denounce it as a stain upon the 
«aracter of the nation. 

We denounce it asa blot upon the 
Civilization of the age— against which 
should be entered the indignant protest 
o¥ every enlightened community... 


GRANT RESPONSIBLE. 

On Wednesday the 16th inst., in com- 
menting on the critical situation in Lou- 
isiana,we spoke of the anarchy then pre- 
vailing in that State and expressed the 
opinion that collisions were imminent 
in some of the parishes. 

When our midpight dispatches of the 
same date came to hand, they detailed 
the bloody work that bad been accom- 
plished at Colfax, Grant parish. 

On the next day, in an editorial on 
the disgraceful deeds of crime and vio- 
lence that bad been committed in the 
fight between the blacks and whites, we 
sta:ed that the public would hold 
President Grant responsible for the de- 
plorable condition of affairs in Louisi- 


ana. We stated that the policy he was | 


pursuing there was bearing its legiti- 
mate fruits of bloodshed and outrage, 
Weadded: 

“ The suppart which.the Government 
has accorded the negro Pincbback will 
embolden and jicense the commission of 
crimes and diavrders. At the door of 
the President of the United States must 
be laid all that 
from the anareby Bow prevailing in 


We notice the: many of the leading 


journals in the country took the identi- 


cal position with the News. The New 
York Herald and Tribune—both claim- 
ing to te independent newspapers, 
arraigned the President at the bar of 
public criticism, on account of the 
course he has thought proper to pursue 
in the premises, And in the New York 
World of the 20th inst, we find the tow- 
lowing : | 

“Let Grant look at his work in 
Louisiana. It is he who has interposed 
to prevent the will of the people of 
Louisiana from having its legitimate 
and peaceable sway. He has put forth 
bis hand to hold in power the repre-- 
sentatives of a miserable minority of 
white and black rascals of the State. 
The result has been what it was sure to 
be. The rascals, flown with insolence 
and whiskey, confident of immunity and 
help from Washington, have set upon 
the decent citizens, and in those parishes 
where rascality is strongest chaos is 
come again, We need not stop to pick 
up the threads of this tangled skein 
even if it were yet possible. But for 
every item of this villany the President 
of the United States, who has set it on 
toot against the desperate protest of 
every Louisianian who had a character 
and standing to lose, is ultimately re- 
sponsible. Let Louisianians whom he 
has exposed to anarchy, and all Ameri- 
cans whom he has disgraced, remember 
this responsibility and hold him to it.” 


This is the key-note which has been 
uttered by the News, as our readers 
will bear us out, from the very incep- 
tion of these Louisiana troubles. 

The country will hola the President 
to this responsibility, and he cannot es- 
cape from the consequences of his ac- 
tion. 

By Federal bayonets, the President 
has upheld a corrupt and lawless fac- 
tion—under pretext of maintaining the 
rightful Government: He bas sustained 
the infamous Judge Durell, whom a 
Committee of United States Senators 


duct. He hasthrust upon the people 
of Louisiana an Admnonistration not of 
their own choosing, but one which is 
galling to their nature and distasteful 
to the respectable and honest masses. 
He orders the edicts of Kellogg to be 
carried out at the point of the sword, 
and if those edicts are disregarded by 
persons who thought they bad aright 
to select a Governor of their own, such 
refractory and disloyal citizens are lias 
ble to be executed fur ineurrection aud 
treason !

MR. WILLIAMSON’S PROPOSI- 
TION TO REVIVE THE UNI- 
VERS(TY. | 


We copy below with pleasure from 
the Tarboro Enquirer, the following ar- 
ticles relating to the re-suscitation of 
our ruined, desolated University. 

It will be seen from the Iectter of 
Judge Grant, who is a pative 
North Carolinian, and who has many 
relatives in Halifax county,that he gives 
the credit of the proposed plan to Mr. 
James M. Williamson, of Memphis, 
Tennessee, at whose suggestion the first 
meeting of the graduating class of 1831 
was held. 

Mr. Williamson’s idea is that the 
North Carolina Legislature should en- 
trust the affairs of the University to 
the Alumni as trustees, and that they 
educate their sons there. Judge Grant 
suggests an annual appropriation by 
the State until the University is endow- 
ed either by the State or the Alumni. 

North Carolina has been so over- 
whelmingly plunged in debt that unt.] 
some compromise or arrangement of 
some sort be made with her creditors, 
her Legislature will not likely feel justi- 
fied in appropriating a sufficient sum 
anpbually to lift our University from the 
dust and set her again on the road to 
prosperity and usefulness. 

However, we hail with satisfaction 
any steps looking to the rehabiliment 
ofthe Alma Mater ot so many of the 
distiagnished men of this as well as 
other States, and therefore we re-pro- 
duce the following :

The University. 


Our article of the 22nd of March in 
relation to the University bas brought 
a response from one of the Alumni of 
the class of 1831. 

This class was composed of Cannon, 
Grant, Hooper, A. Jones, C. Jones, Me- 
baue, Owen, Pitchford, Powell, Smith 
Spear, Thompson, Waugh and Williain- 
son. Of these Owen is the Rev. T. R.

One thing I do know, that 
if the buildings now at Chapel Hill 
were in my State, numerous as our 
schools and Colleges are, they would 
not be without occupants many months. 
There is not a religious denomination 
in Iowa that, with such opportunities, 
asare now going to decay at Chapel 
Hill, would not have a first class insti- 
tution of learning under full headway 
in twelve month. 
We, who are voluntary exiles, claim 
no right to censure for the past or dic- 
tate for the future. We have grateful 
memories for the past of North Caro- 
lina and good will and hope for the 
future.

THE LOUISIANA WAR. _ 


A Non-Partizan Account of the 
Conflict at Colfax. 


New Or.eans, April 18.—Monday 
last the negroes of Colfax collected in 


| force and took possession of the town 


and Court-house, declaring that tke 
officers elected should not hold Court 
in Grant parish. Even the Sheriff, 
elected, and commissioned by Kellogg, 
was ordered, with all white citizens, to 
leave the parish. 

The negroes formed themselves into 
band and destroyed everything belong- 
ing to white men that fell in their way ; 
sacked houses and acted as only an in- 
furiated mob could act. They took 
possession of the Court-house and threw 
up breastworks. There were about 
500 negroes, all armed, insolent and de- 
fiant. They refused to disband unless 
permitted to get entire possession of the 
town and Court-house. 

The white families all left, and the 
white men collected for defence. Re- 
inforcements were sent for. Finally 
about 125 men were collected. 

The attack was made Easter Sunday, 
and it was not long before the Court 
House was taken. Many persons were 
killed—about seventy-five negroes and 
ope white man, Shaw, who was with 
tiem. The ringleaders escaped fiom 
the Court House before the flames burst 
forth. 

Mr. Hodnot was wounded and died 
soon after. 

The fight lasted aLout four hours. At 
one time it was most severe. 

The whites made every endeavor to 
avoid bloodshed, and went so far as to 
raise a flag of truce. Mr. Nash, Sheriff 
of Grant, sent tor Allen, one of the 
leaders of the negroes, and Legged him 
to disperse them. To this request 
Allen turned a deat ear, thinking they 
(the negroes) were strong enough tof 
hold on, 

While the negroes were in possession 
of Colfax they committed many out. 
ruges. They instituted a species of con- 
scription, compelling the pegroes who 
work in the fie'ds to fallin and do acts 
ot violence. The conseryatives of town 
were beaten urmercifully. The Post- 
master (Sam Casey), a negro—formerly 
a member of the  Legislature~was 
chased out of town, and not allowed 
to attend to the duties of his office. 
All negroes who sympathized with the 
whites bad to flee trom the parish. 
Their lives were threatened. 

Accounts from the country Jook as if 
a war of races was inevitable; though 
it isto be hoped that the defeat of tne 
negroes in this conflict will put an end 
to all hostile demonstrations. Most of 
the negroes have returned to their 
work, 


THE GRANT PARISH CASE BEING WORKED 
UP FOR POLITICAL EFFECT. 


Wasnhincton, April 18.—The Admin- 
istration was quite confident yesterday 
that there was no pretext on which it 
could interfere in the matter of the re- 
cent serious disturbances in Grant Par- 
ish, in Louisiana. Since the reception, 
however, to-day of the partisan des- 
patches from there, given herewith, it 
has strained every nerve to interfere. 
The District-Attorney for the United 
Siates at New Orleans has been direc- 
ted to Investigate the entire affair at 
Coifax, and if any United States laws 
have been violated, to have immediate- 
ly arrested all the guilty parties, and to 
spare neither pains nor expense to that 
end. Heis intormed that all of the 
Federal troops in Louisiana under the 
command of General Emory, are at the 
disposal of United States Marshal 
Packard to enforce the process of any 
court, and General Emory has in turn 
been directed by the acting Secretary of 
War, Rebeson, to hold himself in read- 
iness tor any emergency. The President 
has been telegraphed of the course 
which his Attorney-General and Sec- 
retary of War have taken, and replies 
confirming it. That the white citizens 
of Grant Parish will be arrested under 
some Clause of the Civil Rights law or 
Enforcement act need now hardly re- 
main a matter of doubt. It it is found 
that they cannot be held by any extra- 
ordinary stretch of power under those 
iaws they will be turned overto the 
Kelloggite courts. The Federal Gov- 
ernmeut, however, will have served the 
purpose of a police instrument in che 
use of its bayonets in making arrests, 
and indeed, this is about all the officials 
here really bope to accomplish, notwit4- 
standing their assumption that the 
Federul statutes have been violated. 
According to all unofficial accounts here 
the riot at Colfax was not a political 
contest, as the whites of both parties 
united against the negroes when the 
latuer desecrated the graves of innocent 
whites and seized the Court house as a 
fortress to defend themselves from arrest 
and punishment. The dispatches of 
District Attorney Beck with and Marshal 
Packard show unmistakably a purpose 
to turn the whole matter into a partisan 
channel to secure turther Federal sup- 
port of the bogus Kellogg Government. |.
